HINDOO AND CRICKMORE. 

The past week was made a notable one in 
racing circles from the fact that it brought to- 
gether in a race the two best 3-year-olds tu 
the country, and demonstrated beyond the 
possibility of a doubt that in Hindoo the 
Dwyers have a colt that holds at his mercy 
all the important 38-year-old stakes of che sea- 
son. When Hindoo came out last season and 
won ali hie engagements in the South, and 
supplemented these performances by captur- 
ing the Criterion and Tremont-House Stakes 


named event—three-fourths of a mile—in 1:15, 
it was conceded that he was the peer of any 
horse of his age in che country; and at the 
close of the Cuicago meeting a reserve price 
of $22,000 was placed upon him by his owner, 
Mr. D. Swigert. Hindoo was then sent to 
Kentucky and turned out, but later in the 
season, with a change of trainers, shipped 
East, and at Saratoga was beaten by Crick- 
more and Bonnie Lizzie for the Windsor- 
Hotel Stakes, and three days later was second 
to Thorain the Day Boat Line Stakes. He 
was then sold to the Dwyers for $15,000, and 
ran no more that season. 

Crickmore was also an unusually success- 
ful colt in his 2 year-old form, being beaten 
but once, and then when he was evidently 
out of condition. This year Hindoo started 
out in the most brilliant manner, traveling 
from New York to Kentucky early in the 
season, where he won the Blue-Ribbon 
Stakes at Lexington, the Kentucky Derby 
and Clark Stakes at Louisville, and, return- 
ing to New York, captured a couple of purse 
races at Jerome Park. Crickmore was 
equally suecessful, winning the Home-Bred 
Stakes at Baltimore and the Withers at 
Jerome Park, so that when it was certain 
both colts were to start in the Tidal Stakes 
at Coney Island speculation upen the result 
was exceedingly active. The Maryland 
sports were exceedingly confident that Crick- 
more would repeat his victory of last year 
over Hindoo, while the friends of the latter 
deemed him invincible when opposed by 
anything of his age. The result was the 
fiercest betting seen for many a day, Hindoo 
bringing $700, Crickmore $450, and Saunterer 
—the only other starter—$30. The race was 
run last Thursday. The track, as described 
by a gentleman who was present, was a 
layer of stiff mud,” apd, in consequence of 
this fact, fast time was not expected, al- 
though the distance, one mile, was known to 
be that at which both colts were capable, un- 
der favorable circumstances, of doing their 
very best. The following graphic descrip- 
tion of this race will be read with interest:

Forhall, the American colt owned by J. R.

Sunday, is named after Keene’s son, and was 
foaled April 21, 1878, at Mr. A. J. Alexander's 
Woodburn Stud, Woodford County, Ken- 
tucky. He was selected and bought for $650 
when a yearling on June 18, 1879, by Col. S. D. 
Bruce, of New York City, acting as the agent 
of Mr. Keene. In breeding Foxhall is just a 
triflemore American than Iroquois. He is by 
King Alfonso, out of Jamaica, the property 
of Zeb Ward. He was her first colt, she hav- 
ing been foaled in 1871. She was by Lexing- 
ton, out of Fanny Ludiow, by imported 
Eclipse, and her dam was Mollie Jackson, 
who was bred by Mr. Francis Morris, of New 
Yérk, she being by Vandal, out of Emma 
Wright, by imported Margrave.

New Tonk. June 18.—The crowd that as- 
sembled on the course of the Coney Island 
Jockey Club exceeded to-day any ever seen 
before at a like resort in this country. About 
the pooling and bookmakers’ stands locomo- 
tion was very difficult, the spectators 
pushing and edging their way to 
get the money on their favorites. 
The weather was delightful, and the track in 
superb condition, so that very fast time was 
made in each of the six contests. The great 
magnet of the day was the struggle for the 
Coney Island Cup, and there was in- 
tense excitement during the time it 
was run, especially toward the end 
of the race, when it was seen that the hither- 
to invincible Luke Blackburn was beaten, 
as well as such great horses as Parole, Mon- 
itor, and Uncas, by an outsider, Glenmore, 
who has been running at Brighton Beach all 
the season. It was singular that the Bright- 
on Beach horses won the two first races 
of the day, and that another one, 
Krupp Gun, gained second plac® in the 
third. It was a bad day for the favorits, and, 
in consequence, the winning tickets in the 
mutual pool paid largely,—on the first race 
$181.65, on the second $59, on third $15.70, 
on the fourth $10, on the fifth $4430, 
and on the sixth $11.50. The 
grand struggle of the day was for the Coney 
Island Cup, for all ages, asweepstakes of $50, 
half forfeit, with $150 added, the second to 
receive $300 out of the stakes, two miles and 
aquarter. Of the thirty-seven nominations 
five sported eolors—viz.: George L. Lorillard, 
ch. g. Monitor, 5 years old, by Glenelg, out 
of Minx, 118 pounds (Hayward): Pierre 
Lorillard’s b. g. Parole, aged, by Leaming- 
ton, out of Maiden, 118 pounds (Peakes) ; 
and b. h. Uncas, 5 years old, by Lex- 
ington, out of Coral, 114 pounds 
(Shauer): Dwyer Brothers’ b. e. Luke 
Blackburn, 4 years old, by Bonnie Scotland, 
out of Nevada, 108 pounds (McLaughlin) ; 
and William Jennings’ ch. Glenmore, 6 
years old, by Glen Athol, out of Lotta, 114 
pounds (Halloway). The crowd assembled 


about the pooling stands was tre- 
mendous, and it was difficult to 
get within the sound of the 


pool-seller’s voice. Despite the fact that 
Luke Blackburn was suffering from a quar- 
ter-crack, he was a great favorit, and sold 
for $1,100, while Pierre Lorillard’s pair 
brought $230, Monitor, $200, and Glenmore 
$115. Old Parole received an ovation as he 
took his preliminary canter, but the recep- 
tion accorded to Blackburn far surpassed it. 
Monitor was well received. When the 
hoises assembled at the three-quarter 
pole, the starting point, there was a 
grand rush to find eligible places to 
view the struggle. Monitor was first, 
Parole second, and Glenmore third. But as 
soon as they got under way Uncagrushed 
forward to make the running, and he was 
immediately followed by Blackburn. Reach- 
ing the judges’ stand Uncas was lead- 
ing a neck, while Blackburn was 
second, six lengths in front of 
Parole, who was a head before Monitor, 
who was a length the best of Glenmore. Go- 
ing round the turn Uncas parted company 
with Blackburn and increased the pace, and 
by the time he reached the quarter-pole he 
was six lengths awhy from Blackburn, 
and he eight lengths from Moniter, with 
Parole fourth, and Glenmore still in 
the rear, well in hand. The pace along the 
back-stretch was tremendous, Uncas keep- 
ing up grandiy, but Luke Blackburn had 
closed, and when the half-mile post was 
reached only three lengths separated them, 
but there was a great gap between Blackburn 
and Monitor, more than a dozen lengths 
separating them. Two lengths behind Monl- 
tor came Parole, a length in front of Glen- 
more. Rushing around the lower turn the 
rear ones were closing up gradually, and when 
they reached the three-quarter pole they 
were at close quarters. Into the stretch they 
came, andas Blackburn pushed forward to 
take the lead his backers shouted lustily. 
Reaching the judges’ stand, and finishing the 
first mile anda quarter, Blackburn was a 
neck the best of Uncas, who was a 
length and a half ahead of Monitor, who 
was a length and a half in advance of Glen- 
more, who had passed Parole and was lead- 
ing him a length and a half. Going around 
the turn, Blackburn made the pace, 
and Uncas, having fulfilled his mis 
sion, fell back. At the quarter 
pole Blackburn was a length and a half in 
front of Monitor; while Glenmore began 
moving up, and assumed the third position 
a length and a half bebind Monitor, and 
three lengths before Uneas, who was two 
lengths ahead of Parole. As they rushed 
along the back stretch the excitement 
became intense, as Monitor closed to Black- 
burn’s saddle-girth, and Glenmore rushed 
up to the quarter of Monitor. At. the haif- 
mile pole Monitor was a neck in front, and 
then there was a general shout that Black- 
burn was beaten. No sooner had they 
passed that point and began running round 
the lower turn than Glenmore burst to the 
front like a flash, and the backers of the 
other horses, especially Blackburn, stood 
with blanched cheeks, while tha outsiders 
increased his lead. At the three-quarter pole 


Glenmore was leading a length, with Monitor 
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ing very fast, however. Turning into the 
home stretch, Blackburn fei] back rapidly, 
very much disabled. and Hayward made fran- 
tic efforts on Monitor. while Feakes plied the 
whip on Parole, but Glenmore had the race 
in hand and won by a length and a half, 
amid great excitement. Monitor gained the 
second place, half a length before Parole, 
while Blackburn. with his hoof 
split open. was some sixty yards behind, and 
Uneas was a long way out. The time 
was 3:58%. The only enthusiastic people 
after the race was the delegation from 
Brighton Beach, where Glenmore is a fa- 
vorit, and when the victor came along the 
stretch decked with garlands his reception 
was a warm one.

INDOOR PAOPERIGM. 

The Atlantic Monthly for June contains 
an article upon “Indoor Pauperism,” by 
Octave Thanet, which should be carefully 
read by all those who are interested in this 
vital subject, and by a great many more who 
are not, but should be, interested init. In 
addition to its general bearings the article 
possesses a local significance, as one of its 
most prominent illustrations is drawn from 
the daily life in an almshouse in Lilinois. 
The writer simply records observations, No 
conclusions are drawn; in reality, they sug- 
gest themselves, but the observations are 
none the Jess interesting on this account. 

The overwhelming importance of this sub- 
jeet of indoor pauperism is shown by its 
rapid increase during the past ten years. 
New York spent in 1879 the large sum of 
$1,618,867 for the care of 57,935 persons in 
almshouses and poorhouses, and temporary 
help was also given to 79,852 persons 
at an expense of $620,465. Pennsylvania 
in 1880 paid $1,515,290 for the sup- 
port of 20,310 “persons. For the entire 
support of 13,989 and the partial sup 
port of 72,881 persons, Massachusetts paid 
$1,776,778, The writer claims that Ohio pays 
more 3 of the State taxation for the 
support oF criminals and paupers, and the 
last biennial report in Michigan shows an 
inctease in pauperism four times greater 
than the percentage of increase in the popu- 
lation. Such figures as these need no com- 
ment as to their bearing upon the importance 
of the subject of pauperism. Considerable 
space in this article is devoted to the methods 
in the different States of administering and 
governing almshouses, but they are hardly 
pertinent to the real subject under investiga- 
tion—namely: the actual condition of these 
institutions. The first almshouse inspected 
by the writer was situated in a rural district 
in Illinois, which, though not the best, was far 
from being the worst of its class. It was oc- 
cupied by paupers and insane persons in 
common, out of the whole number 
of ninety-seven thirty-seven being lin- 
sane. The almshouse keeper, though he 
had never studied medicine, acted as 
a physician. In the female department 
the rooms were very untidy and the bedding 
shabby. Sick, and well, and insane mingled 
together, and often quarreled. The violent 
lunatics were confined by themselves, and 
little or no attention was paid to them except 
when it was necessary to correct them, and 
at such times they were knocked down and 
beaten, and the writer was shown “ marks 
onthe cells where the insane had beaten 
their heads against the walls or gnawed at 
their bars like wild beasts.“ Aguin, says this 
writer: “We did not see a book or news- 
paper, nor indeed the slightest means of 
diverting the mind,—not so much as the eus- 
tomary pack of greasy cards. There was no 
hospital, and the bathing arrangements were 
most primitive; but, judging from the 
paupers’ aspect, they did not bathe often 
enough to be troubled by any deficiencies. 
The keeper himself would gladly have had 
both bath-rooms and a hospital, but the Su- 
nervisors thought them too expensive. 
Whatever abuses were apparent were caused 
in the main by the construction of the house, 
which made cieanliness difficult, and discip- 
line impossible.“ 

This case, it should be remembered, repre- 
sents an almshouse of the average sort, and 
if such a rough-and-ready mode of treatment 
and such neglect are manifest in its conduct, 
what must be the condition of those below 
the average! If there was so much suffer- 
ing in the average Illinois almshouse, what 
refinement of tortures must be practiced in 
those of alower grade! What that torture 
is, the writer shows, not by hearsay evidence, 
but by extracts from various State Reports, 
and they are sufficently brutal and terrible to 
make one shudder. The last Michigun Re- 
port says: “The way the insane are 
cared for at the county-houses, without 
judgment, without knowledge. . is 
simply shocking.” “It would be an act of 
anerey, in many cases,” says the Secretary bit- 
terly, “to leave these poor people to starve, 
rather than keep them alive to drag out an 
existence which is a living death.” ‘The last 
Illinois Report says: Many of these insane 
departments are unfit physically for the oc- 
cupancy of sane men; imperfectly heated, 
or not heated at all; not ventilated, often 
dark, destitute of furniture, sometimes in an 
outrageously dirty siate, filled with foul 
odars.” The last Ohio report, after enumer- 
ating several cases of individual hardship, 
says: “A hundred ‘and fifty-six Ohio luna- 
tics and fifty-six epileptics are reperted as 
‘secluded,’ which rather poetical term means 
that they are kept in narrow stalls or iron 
cribs in small outer buildings, usually dark, 


‘almost uniformly without drainage or venti- 


lation; and that they are *untended, save as 
meals are carried to them.’ Others, not in 
‘seclusion,’ are ‘ restrained’ with handcuffs, 
chains, and hobbies.”

Prot. W. T. Harris, for many years Super- 
intendent of the St. Leute Public Schools, 
and with whose reputation as an educator 
Ped A. Gog is probably acquainted, says: 
“Of the twenty gifts which the kindergarten 
system offers, the tirst six form a group hav- 
ing the one object to familiarize the child 
with the elementary notions of geometry, 
He learns the forms of solids, the cube, 
sphere, and cylinder, and their various sur- 
faces; also, divisions of the cube, and com- 
binations of the cube and its divisions, in 
building various objecta. He learns count 
ing and measuring by the eye, for the cube 
and its divisions are made on a scale of an 
ineb and fractions of an inch, and the squares 
into which the surface of his table is divided 
are square inches, Counting, adding, subtract- 
ing, and dividing the parte of the cube give 
him the elementary operations of arithmetic 
so far as small numbers are concerned. and 
give him a very practical knowledge of mem; 
for he can use his knowledge, and he has de- 
veloped it step by step with his own activity. 
It is always the desideratum in education to 
secure the maximum of self-activity in the 
pupil. The kindergarten gifts are the best 
instrumentalities ever devised for the pur- 
pose of educating young children through 
self-activity. Other devices may do this,— 
other devices have done it,—but Frébei’s is 
most successful.” 

It has, we believe, long been conceded ag 
one of the first; if not the first, principles of 
pedagogy that: the pupil is educated not 
by what others do for him, but by what he is 
led to do for himself.” Frödel undertook 
to apply this theory—te found a system upon 
it—for chiidren. As early as 1872 it was 
found that the graduates of a kindergarten 
(play-school) under the direction of Prof, A. 
Donai, of Newark, N. J., “ took high rank in 
the public schools, standing almost invariably 
at the head of their classes.” For a further 
reply to this question we beg to refer Ped A. 
Gog to the public schools report of St, Louis 
for 187%’9; he will find it exceedingly inter- 
esting. 

Does Tus Tripuns know that the kindergar- 
tens of St. Louis are an vaguaiilied success, 
otperwise than in providing pleasant places fer 


the little children of poor women while the lat- 
ter are at work? 


Tur TRIBUNE only knowe what the edu- 
eators of St. Louis say about it. Prof. Harris 
says: “As the kindergarten has now been 
in operation for six years, and on a very ex- 
tended scale, the time has arrived when the 
subject may be discussed in the light of 
experience, and satisfactory conclusions 
reached as to the advisability of continuing 
and extending the system thus far developed. 
And in conclusion he says: “With these 
suggestions I leave the subject, believing 
that they are sufficient to justify the direct- 
ors of our public schools in making the 
kindergarten apart of our school system, 
The advantage to the community in utilizing 
the age from 4 to 6; in training the 
hand and eye; In developing habits of cleanli- 
ness, politeness, self-control, urbanity, in- 
dustry; In training the mind to understand 
numbers and geometric forms, to invent com- 
binations of figures and shapes, and to repre- 
sent them with the pencil,—these and other 
valuable lessons in combination with their 
fellow pupils, and obedienee to the rule of 
their superiors,—above all, the useful sug- 
gestions as to methods of iastruction which 
will come from the kindergarten and 
penetrate the methods of the other schools,— 
will, I think, ultimately prevail in securing 
to us the establishment of this beneficent in- 
stitution in all the city scnoel systems of our 
country.“ 

In reply to Ped A. Gog’s interrogative sua- 
gestion that the kindergarten Is probably of no 
use beyond providing pleasant places for the 
little children of poor working women,“ 
we agaln quote Prof. Harris. He says: “It 
is difficult to tell which class (poor or rich) 
the kindergarten benefits most. Society is 
benefited by the substitution of a rational 
training of the child’s will during his transition 
period. If heisachild of poverty, he is saved 
by the good associations and the industrial 
and intellectual training that he gets. If he 
is a child of wealth, he is saved by the kin- 
dergarten from ruin through self-indulgence 
and the corruption ensuingon weak manage- 
ment in the family. The worst elements in 
the community are corrupted and ruined 
men who were ance youth of unusual-direct- 
ive power,—children ot parents of strong 
Wills.“

If Ped A. Gog had read “the articles in 
Tun TRIBUNE” very carefully he need not 
have asked these questions, for they were 
answered therein.

“ stagnating”’ in educational matters, but, 
in the opinion of Tun Tamune, it will do no 
harm to the cause of education in Chicago to 
direct the attention of Ped A. Gog and nis 
fellow teachers to them and insti- 
tute these comparisons. We suggest that 
Ped A. Gog will do well to answer 
some of his own questions. For in- 
stance: “Isitasigu that our schools area 
failure because we have neither kinder- 
gartens nor manual training-schools?” 
Something might be added to it, too: “or 
because we have no public school library”; 
or because our evening schools are not in 8 
very flourishing condition, as evinced by the 
fact that the attendance is only 26 per cent, 
while that of St. Louis is nearly 50 per cent 
of the enrollment. We think it possibile to 
advocate a new thing without condemning 
what we have.“ This is precisely what we 
have been doing. We must remind Ped A. 
Gog that he insisted upon the institution of 
comparisons. We trust he is satisfied. 

It is a good maxim not to be the first to dis- 
card the eld nor the last toadopt the new. 
Let Ped A. Gog revolve this maxim in his 
mind. We suggest also to him, in future 
communications on the subject of education, 
the advisability of dropping seorn, and sar- 
casm, and facetiousness altogether. That 
style is out of place in the discussion of so 
serious a subject as that of ed ucgtion.

THE LAW OF HEREDITY. 

The law of heredity, which the philosoph- 
ic scientists are working out to almost an ex- 
act basis, is destined to accomplish great 
good for the human race. There is no 
stronger sentiment in the human heart than 
love for offspring; in cases where such affec- 
tion finds no place the exercise of other influ- 
ences and restraints may well be regarded 1s 
hopeless. When this law shall command the 
faith of the professions and became familiar 
to all intelligent people it will be 80 eluci- 
dated and applied in a practical way a to 
reduce the extent of disease, crime, and 
suffermg. An instance of the future useful- 
ness of this study is afforded by an English 
physician, Dr. M. G. Echeverria, who contrib- 
utes to the Journal of Mental Science an 
article under the title of “Aleoholic Epi-_ 
lepsy.” The theory therein elaborated is, 
that intemperance and a variety of nervous 
diseases are closely allied. Alcoholism be- 
queaths epilepsy and kindred disorders, and 
these in turn hand down a new appetite for 
drink. The following paragraph summa- 
rizes some of the investigations recounted in 


the article:

The practical beering of such investiga- 
tions is obvious. The best way to assure the 
cure of any evil is to first ascertain its causa, 
When the knowledge of inherited and allied 
diseases becomes as familiar to the doctors 
as their present information in regard to 
common complaints and the cause thereof, 
they will be able to work great reforms in 
the habits of people, and they will have the 
aid of the clergy, the seheolmaster, the wite, 
mother, sister, and sweetheart: Men and 
women will reform for the sake of their chil- 
dren who would not change their course of 
life for their own sake. Abstract appeals, 
based upon moral example and influence, 
have not the direct force of a conviction that 
certain habits entail disgusting diseases, im- 
becility, helplesness, and disgrace upon those 
they love more than all else in the world. 
The study of heredity and its laws is one of 
the most valuable of all modern researches,

The Legislature of Illinois, at its recent 
session, passed an act to prevent and punish 
the adulteration and sale of any article of 
food, drink, or medicine, and this act will 
take effect on the Ist of July, after which 
day prosecutions may be instituted, The law, 
which is modeled after the British law on 
the same subject, provides for two kinds of 
adulteration: one when the mixture con- 
tains ingredients fatal or injurious to health, 
and the other when the mixture is harmless, 
but fraudulent. The rst section ot the act 
provides that no person shall “mix, color, 
stain, powder, or order or permit any per- 
sou iu his employ te mix, eolor, stain, or 
powder” any article of food with any in- 
aredient, so as to render the article in- 
jurious to health or depreciate the value 
thereof,” with intent that the same may be 
sold, and no person shall sell ar offer for sale 
such adulterated article of food. 

The second seetion enacts the same prohl- 
bitton as regards any drug or medicine, ex- 
cept for the purpose of compounding in the 
necessary preparation ef medicine, it the 
mixture shall render the drug or medicine 
injurious to health; and with the intent te 
sell or otfer for sale. 

The third section applies to a different and 
perhaps a more extensive class of adultera- 
tions.

THE PEOPLE DESPERATE AND LAWLESS, 
Recent events, and particularly the recent 
encounters, have intensified the feeling of 
resentment toward the landiurds and the 
police. There are no disturbances thregt- 
ened in any other quartar. I visited Mitchels- 
town, which is a ten- mile drive from Fermoy, 
one of the most important military stations 
in ireland, The surrounding country ls very 
picturesque, I first called upon Father Bur- 
ton, a most Intelligent and courteous priest, 
from whom J earned bow appre- 
hensive he and those interested in 
the safety of the people were regarding 
the next evietion day. He feared that 
the consequences might be very serious, for 
it was almost impossible to entirely stop 
the stone-throwing.

A BIG CONTRACT. 

New York, June 18.—The contract of the 
Italian Government for all the Kentucky to- 
bacco it will want this year was closed with 
Maas & Ma.hias, of Mannheim, Germany, a 
few days ago, but the exact terms are un- 
known as yet, and trade here is much excited 
on the subject. Bids were invited tor 15,000,- 
000 kilograms, equal to 22,500 hogsheads. 
Messrs. Abenheim & Co., of New York, 
agents for tie successful bidders, say that 
their cable advices announce that the contraet 
was for 7,500,000 kilograms only, or about 
11,000 hogsheads, but the firm was given 
the privilege of delivering a few thousand 
hogsheads more, and was secured against 
competition by conditions. No other contract 
is to be let this year. Other firms say that 
the Italian Government would not have ad- 
vertised for 22,500 hogsheads if it wanted 
11,000 only, and no Government that monop- 
olizes the tobacco trade ever grants condi- 
tional contracts. Yoel, Rose & Co. and G. 
Rosens are said to have received a cable dis-

TELEGRAPHIC

Another cable will 
also be laid, and both will be in working or- 
der on or before the lst of Sep- 
tember. They are believed ‘to be the finest 
ever manufactured. The one already down 
tests splendidly, so it is reported by teleg- 
rapbers. Both of these new cables belong to 
the proprietors of the recent American Union 
Telegraph Company, now merged into the 
Western Union Telegraph Company. They 
are supposed to be, and probably are, 
UNDER THE CONTROL OF MR. JAY GOULD 
and his associates. During the past month 
an official connected with the Anglo-Ameri- 
can Cable Company has been here, having 
been sent from London,“ endeavoring to en-

The official program of the Twenty-sec- 
ond Grand Festival of the North American 
und,” to be held in this city from 
Jane 29 to July 3, inclusive, has been issued 
in book-form, and apart from its value as a 
musical guide during the Fest, the Press 
Committee are entitled to the credit of hav- 
ing published the most complete and the 
most beautiful program book that has yet 
appeared in this country. In paper, press- 
work, typography. engravings, and general 
arrangement, and in the good taste of its 
ornamental covers, it is a souvenir which 
many will be glad to preserve. The covers 


are in black and white, on a gray ground, 


' the front containing the announcement of 
the Fest, bordered with flowers, and the back 
a lyre across a handsome cut of the 
Exposition Building. The musical part 
of the book, which is devoted 
to analyses of the principal works, 
with the accompanying text, both in German 
and English, has been prepared by Mr. C. E. 
R. Müller, of the Müller Conservatory of 
Music in this city, a gentleman who was 
amply qualified for his work, not only by his 

nsical intelligence and experience, but by 

his ripe scholarship. He has done his work 
excellentiy well, and in this direction the 
program book will bear comparison with the 
work done in the books of the Cincinnati 

Festivals or the Boston Handel and Haydn 

Society. The works which he has analyzed 

in detail are the symphonic poems, the 

„Preludes“ and “Tasso” of Liszt; the 

“ Odyssey and Salamis of Bruch; the 
Second Symphony of Schumann; and the 
Ninth of Beethoven; and there 

‘are short sketches of the “ Lohen- 
grin” Scena, the “Death of Drusus,” 
Tits “Sulomon’s Consecration of the Tem- 
ple, Abt’s “Magic Fountain,” Mohring’s 
“Prayer Before the Battle,” and Wagner's 
“Kaiser March.” In addition to these, the 
text is given of all the principal vocal num- 
bers. The musical analyses take up about 


one-half the book. The remainder contains 
sketches of Mr. Balatka,

he determination with which Mr. Balatka 
has devoted himself to the musical part of 
the Fest, and the equal determination with 
which Mr. Schmidt, the jolly and herculean 
Secretary, and his many committees have de- 
voted themselves to the business features, 
augur well for the success of the Festival. 
Mr. Balatka has done a great deal for music 
in Chicago in years past, and now that he has 
an immense chorus and orchestra at his dis- 
posal, and that the, Fest is to be held in the 
city with which he has so long been identi- 
fied, he has evidently entered upon his 
the resolution that some- 
sociaiity and Gemuetlich- 
keit shall characterize it.

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SALOON LICENSES. 


Meeting of the Counci] Committee. 

Yesterday afternoon the Committee on Li- 
censes heid a very. interesting meeting in the 
City Cjerk's office with Ald. Purcell in the chair. 
There was presenta delegation of hackme 
who expected that the livery ordinance was go- 
ing to be discussed, and they bad wiih them as 
their attorney Harry Rubens, who also repre- 
‘sented the Wholesale Liquor-Dealers’ and Ba- 
loonkeepe rs’ Association. The livery matter 
did not come up, because the liverymen had no 
representatives present, and Ald. Deau stated 
that he had understood through ‘the press 
that the Uverymen were going to test their 
side of the case in the courts, and upon his 
motion the consideration was postponed until 
next Saturday afternoon at 3 o'clock. The Citi- 
zens’ League was represented by President El- 
mendorff, Mr. Paxton, Gen. Black, and a num- 
ber of gentiemen interested in the temperance 
cause. After the livery and hackmea had been 
disposed of, the Committee took up the Plymouth 
Church resolutions, asking that the number of 
licensed saloons be limited to 1,000, and the 
license fee fixed at $600 as the minimum. Mr 
Black spoke against tho unlimited Hense of 
saloons, and ju behalf ‘of an ordinance 
before the Committee limfting saloons 
to one to every 500 of our popu- 
lation according to the State, 80001. 
or United States census. He believed 
that if sueh an ordinance were presented it 
would largely prevent juvenile debauchery and 
crime, and would do awayin a great measure 
with the prese&t organization known as the 
Citizens’ League. He held that there was no 
unlimited right to seli liquor, because it Was 
limited vy law. It was recognized as a legiti- 
mate traffic, but restrained by law for the pro- 
tection of the public. The limitation of the 
number of licenses might reduce the revenue 
from this source, but it would clevate the char- 
acter of the men who would keep the 
saloons. This would bring the traffic into 
limits where it could be controlled. If 
the ordinance were passed limiting 
one saloon to each 500 of our populauon, an- 
other ordinauce would be introduced raising the 
license fee, which the suloonkespers who could 
obtain licenses would cheerfully pay, as they 
would then be cut off from a 

GREAT DEAL OF COMPETITION. 

Mr. Harry Rubens, who represents the Saloon- 
keepers’ Association, said that there were not 
4,000 saloons in this city, as Gen. Hack had as- 
sorted. but about 3,200, a large number of which 
were restaurants and grocery stores, which kept 
liquors for the accommodation of custumers 
rather than to make money. He did not believe 
that such an ordinance as had been read and 
presented could be enforced. even if it were 
passed. He did not believe that Chicago was in 
a state to adopt such a measure. The 
sale of liquors was in many places 
only an incident to the other 
business carried op there, as in hotels, grocer- 
ies, etc. Minors who had nearly reached a ma- 
jority could easily wet liquor if they wanted it, 
whether there were 1,000 Saloons more or less in 
the city. The saloonkeepers were heartily in 
favor of enforcing the law in recard to the sale 
of liquors to minors, and allowing them to play 
pool, ete. The League had the sympathy of the 
saloonkeepers to this extent, and would help 
them to enforce the law. Those who violated 
the law were those who run their places in con- 
nection with gambliing-houses and houses of 
prostitution. They had the most money, and 
would be the first to obtain a license if the num- 
ber was limited to 1000. He thought that the 
ordinance, if it was passed, would only 
confusion to the City Government. 

Mr. Black said that he believed sincerely that 
his Association had the sympathy of the saloon- 
keepers, and that their only object was to pro- 
tect the young. They thought 1,000 licensed 
saloons would be abundant. The present ordi- 
nance would answer a purpose, but would not 
subserve the purpose intended. He would em- 
body in it to whom and when the license should 
be issued. 

Mr. Rubens argued that the right of discretion 
was in the hands of the Mayor as to whom a 
licenee should be issued. He eould and does re- 
voke licenses, and the power to refuse them was 
vested in him, as well as the power of granting. 
They had the means now to protect themselves 
by law; why should they now turn in and repeal 
the very acts which protected them, and pass an 
ordinance which simply argued fora principle 
and was nothing more than that ? It meant noth- 


ng. 

Mr. Black insisted that there was no limit to 
the number of saloons that could be licensed in 
the City of Chicago, and no mau in the Mayor's 
chair would dare to limit the saloons to any 
definit number, as was proposed by the ordi- 
nance preacnted. 

Ald, Dean wanted to know if limiting the sa- 
loons to 1,000 would not place an immense polit- 
ical power in the hands of some one man. 

Mr. Biack admitted that it might. 

Ald, Wanzer moved to lay the matter over for 
one week, which was concurred in, and the 
Committee adjourned.

HOME GATHERINGS. 
OVERLOADING PASSENGER BOATS. 

In last Monday’s Traisune mention was made 
of the criminal overioading of the excursion 
boats at this port the day before, and warning 
the owners of such craft of the penalty for a 
violation of the law. The following circular 
from Acting-Secretary of the Trearsury French 
regarding the overioatiing of passenger and ex- 
cursion boats bas been. received by Collector 
Smith, of this port, who ‘has directed bis sub- 
ordinates to strictly carry out the lu w in relation 
thereto, and the owners of the craft plying in 
the excursion business here will do well to take 
heed, as they may rest assured that all violations 
will be yigorously proseeuted; 


and local inspectors of steam vesseis, is hereby 
directed to the provisions of Sec. 4,496, Revised 
Statutes, detining their duties lu the enforce- 
ment of the 11 laws of the United States. 
In view of large number of passengers gar - 
ried on passenger and excursion steamers dur- 
the season of summer travel, and the fre- 
quent complaints that many carry an excess of 
passengers pver the number allowed by their 
certificates Of inspection or excursion permits, . 
it is desirable that officers of the Government, 
whose duty itis to prevent such sbuses, shall 
give especial attention to the matter and pro- 
vent the overcrowding of such steamers by 
prosegution for penaltics, if such action shall be 
found necessary. Collections and Survexors of 
Customs are therefore directed to instruct their 
subordinates to make careful examination of 
such steamers and to report all cases of vivia- 
tion of law for prosecution. Extra efforts in 
this direction should be made upon Sundays, and 
particularly upon the Fourth of July. The sec- 
tion of law referred to hercin reads as follows: 

“Sec. 4,406. Ail Collectors or other chief om 
cers of the customs, and all Inspectors within 
the several districts, shall enforce the provisions 
or this title against all steamers arriving and de- 
parting.” 

Supervising Inspectors will instruct the local 
Inspectors to detail one-half of their force 
upon each alternate Sunday for duty in the 
vicinity of their home ports, for the purpose of 
ascertaining by actual count of passengers, if 
necessary, whether the law is complied with, 
and upon the Fourth of July the whole force 
will be soemployed. Inspectors of steam ves- 
seis will confer with the chief officers of cus- 
toms of tueir districts as to the best methods of 
carrying out this order. In all cases where it is 
found necessary to prosecute, the officer prose- 
cuting will report all the facts to the Depart- 
ment for its information. <A zealous effort on 
the part of the officers named herein,in per- 
formance of the duties required, will, it is be- 
lieved, effectually check the evil complained of.

FINANCIAL, 


Stocks were not active, and were irregular, 
with the exception of Western Union and some 
of the specialties. There was no important de- 
cline in any of the Vanderbilt group except 
Canada Southern. This sold down on reports 
that the dividend would have to be passed on 
account of the defeat of the Canada Southern in 
its bridge suit. The Amsterdam stock holders, 
who are always used by Wali street gossips as a 
reserve in case of emergency, were declared to 
be free sellers. The stock sold witbin 7 points 
of the lowest price made on “ Gray Friday.“ 

Western Union was one ot the few active 
seocks that seemed to know its own mind. It 
steadily rose till the end, when it was quoted at 
13644, the highest notch yet reached. Very 
favorable accounts are given of its business. 
Russell Sage says the earnings of the Company 
this year will amount to $12,000,000, and he pre- 
dicts that the new stock will go to 110. 

Houston & Texas Central advanced from % to 
106, with very little stock for sale. A large 
short interest is reported in this stock, but the 
rise had quite a different origin. At the end of 
the last calendar year the road had a surplus of 
$6,615,184. Since then the inc: ease of earnings over 
last year bas been more than $400,000, making 
the present surplus over $7,000,000. The dept of 
the road is $18,000,000, and the entire stock 
amounts to $7,726,900. The net earnings last 
year are stated at $1,733,677, or enough to pay 
nearly 10 percent upon the stock. Heavy pur- 
chases have lately been made on London ac- 
count, not only on account of the large earn- 
ings of the road, but because of a proposition of 
some Engiish capitalists to purchase the se- 
lected Texas lands of the Company at a price 
which would amount to more than the entire 
bonded debt. 

Rates are still being cut, and reductions are 
made on bigh-ciass freight. 

Brokers reported very little pressure of stock 
for sale and few orders to buy. : 

Gould brokers were buying Erie,—a good sign 
that Gould was not buying it. 

Great difficuity is being experienced by the 
pool in St. Joe in selling their stock. The earn- 
ings of the road have decreased $155,000 since 
Jan. 1. 

At the close the market, though not active, 
was strong.

The demana for staple groceries continues 
active. Sugars, teas, sirup, rice, and other lead- 
ing lines are ordered in a liberal way, and prices 
display unequivocal firmaess. Dry goods were 
ordered with more freedom than is usual to the 
season. Orders from the city and interior trade 
for the reassortment of stocks are large in the 
aggregate, the volume exceeding that tor any 
former year at a corresponding period, and 
prices remain firm for all stapie productions. 
Dealers in dairy products wore fairly busy. 
In addition to the usual local demand exporters 
and Eastern buyers were free operators, and for 
merchantable goods there was a sustained tirm- 
ness. Dried fruits sold at former prices, and a 
free movement in fish at previous quotations 
was also noted. The oil trade was moderate 
at generally steady prices. Coal remained dull 
and unchanged at $7.25@7.50 for anthracite. The 
pig -iron market remains in an unpsettied condi- 
tion, the prevalent feeling being weak. 

Hay was weak, holders finding it almost im- 
possible to effect sales at quotations. Broom- 
corn was active and unchanged. A brisk trade 
is reported in buiiding materials at steady rates. 
Egxs showed some weakness, selling readily at 
150 pes doz. Hides, wool, grease, and tallow 
move slowly, the last two finding littie market 
atany price. Green fruits of all descriptions 
were active, strawberries and raspberries selling 
Slightly lower than op Friday. New potatoes 
were weak, owing to the increased stock, and 
soid at $2.75@3.00 in a jobbing way. Sceds were 
steady and dull, with little doing either in clover 
or timoth for cush. Futures on the latter seed 
were strong. Hungarian was steady, and millet 
was firm and wanted. 

Lake freights were easy, with the rates for 
corn to Buffalo at 3&%c. There were charters on 
Friday under these rates, but owing to the fact 
that rail freights were less weak a more confi- 
fident tone was assumed by agents. Four vessels 
were chartered for corn and wheat to Buffalo, 
three for Erie, one for Sarnia, and two for 
Kingston, with an aggregate taken of 216,000 bu 
corn and 107,300 bu wheat. 

Rail freights were active on the basis of 150 
per 100 lbs of grain to New York, 13c to Phila- 
d@iphia, and 120 to Haltimore. Some people 
quoted them stiff, with applications for more 
cars in a small way than could be provided right 
off, while railroad officials were unwilling to con- 
tract at that rate for future, 

The low cusses who were praying for locusts 
to ruin the crops do not derive much satisfac- 
tion from the entomological reports published 
Saturday. It seems the insects now in our 
wheat-fields are harmless. They live on noth- 
ing—except on the wing. 

The break in oats Saturday morning was satis- 
factorily accounted for by a wag on the Board. 
Said he: It all comes of feeding them to bulls 
instead of to horses.“ 

Receivers in Chicago and Milwaukee, or rather 
some of them, say that receipts of wheat at the 
two points will probably show a material de- 
crease during the coming week. If this be so 
the fact may exercise an important influence 
on the market. The great bear argument 
recentiy has been not good crops in 
prospect, but large receipts yet to come forward 
from the last crop, with an augmenting visible 
supply which forces to lower prices, and 
makes foreign buyers hold back for a still 
further decline. 

The oats market on Saturday was fitful and 
feverish in the “early and middie watches.”’ 
Seller July was offered at one time at We. a 
concession of 256 % from the closing price of Fri- 
day. There were no sales, however, at this fig- 
ure. Outsiders were af raid to buy for the mo- 
ment, and as soon as the condition of things was 
reported a broker, supposed to represent the 
parties controlling the deal, appeared and bid 
w6%c. This was the signai for a renewal of con- 
fidence, and several parties who held orders to 
buy when the market seemed to touch bottom 
soon bid the market up to Noe. The oats 
crowd is an exceedingly seasitive one just now; 
as big receipts and favorable crop reports make 
a good many people bearish, but they are afraid 
to operate lest they should get caught in a 
squeeze. 

The additional strength imparted recently to 
August and September deliveries of rye is ex- 
plained by the fact that Kentucky, Ohio, and 
Pennsylvania distillers have purchased through 
agents here large quantities for delivery during 


these months. The demand from these sources 
has now nearly ceased.

OUR WATER SUPPLY. 


Some Practical Suggestions on the 
Subject by Judge Booth. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Cm, June 18.—A plan for the supply 
of water should combine the following feat- 
ures: 

1. An abundance of pure cold water from 
the depths of the lake, not only for present 
needs, but ample for that indefinit future 
when Chieago shall become one of the great- 
est cities on earth. 

2. Permanence and security against acct- 
dents, so that the people of the vast city 
may Have no concern lest the supply be cut 
off. But, since all structures erected by man 
are in some degree liable to accident, to be 
wrecked by some superior force or weakened 
by natural decay. 

3. The souree of our water supply should 
be aecessible for examination and repair. 

Lastly, how can these requisits be best se- 
cured at the least expense, present and pros- 
pective. These considerations are obvious, 
and they seem to cover the whole ground, 
They will command the assent of all who 
comprehend the situation. 

Heretofore it has been our misfortune in 
constructing works of a public nature not to 
appreciate the requirements even of the im- 
mediate future, It was the natural conse- 
quence of our unparalleled growth. Our 
plans have seemed almost ephemeral in their 
character. A few years at farthest have 
shown that they required enlargement. The 
present crib, at the time when the plan was 
adopted, was supposed to be ample for the 
next fifty years, But it had scarcely been 
finished before it was found that au addl- 
tional tunnel was necessary. And now, 
after the lapse of little more than a decade, 
it is apparent, not only that the supply is 
about to prove inadequate to our needs, but 
that we arein danger of losing it altogether. 
At last we seem to be waking up to a just 
appreciation of the future, resolving to build 


for permanence, and upon a scale commen- 
surate with the manifest destiny of our great 


city. 

Two plans have recently been laid before 
the pubiic which should receive the careful 
consideration of our citizens. One of them 
is, to go north of the city twenty miles or 
more,—far enough at least to get beyond all 
possible contamination from the sewage, and 
there locate a crib and pumping-works. It is 
assumed, and perhaps such is the fact, that at 
that distance water may be tound of 
depth of fifty or a feet within a mile or 
less from the shore. If this be the fact, then 
the location of acrib and pumping-works at 
that point would be a great saving of expense 
in tunneling. But a permanent crib, or aqua- 

rt, would cost as muchas there as it would 
if erected opposit the city, and perhaps more. 
Suppose a location be chosen twenty miles 
north where the bluff along the lake shore is 
about 100 feetin hight. Then there would 
be the cost of pump the water to that 
hight above the lake level. But, in order to 
utilize the elevation thus obtained for the 
purpose of raising the water to anything like 
a corresponding hight in the city, it must be 
brought hither in an iron pipe of sufficient 
strength to bear the pressure. What the 
cost of laying such an iron pipe twenty miles 
long, say eight feet in diameter, would be, I 
shall leave others to figure, But even then 
it would be necessary to have pumping-works 
in the city to obtain the required elevation, 
The present stand-pipes in our water-towers 
are, if 1 am correctly informed, about 150 
feet in hight. Yet such is the friction along 
the mains, and the exhaustion and innumer- 
able faucets, that in many parts of the 
city during midsummer the water in the 
service pipes scarcely rises higher than the 
second story of our dwellings. But with the 
location of the tunnel and crib as proposed, 
there would be the friction of an additional] 
twenty miles to overcome with a fall of only 
100 feet, or ‘five feet to the mile,—less than 
one-fifth of an inch to the rod. An elevation 
of 250 feet at that distance would give a fall 
of less than half an inch to the rod, and that 
would only cause a healthful current, Noth- 
ing less than that, 1 am persuaded, would 
raise the water to the necessary hight in our 
lofty buildings without being supplemented 
by pumping-works in the city. Of course, 
the water would lose much of its coolness in 
in its passage hither. The rough estimate, 
which I understand has been made, that this 
plan would cost from twelve to fourteen 
millions of dollars, is probably not excess- 
ive. Besides, there would be a difii- 
culty in distributing the water, as well 
as a greatly increased expense in case an en- 
larged capacity of the works should be 
needed in the future, which do not present 
themselves as objections to the other plan. 
If an enlargement should be called for, if 
a pipe eight feet in diameter or of any other 
size should prove inadequate to supply the 
wants of the city, the only remedy would be 
to lay another pipe twenty miles long, But, 
expensive as this plan must be, still, if it is 
necessary to secure the biessing of abun- 
dant pure water, [think we will all agree 
that the city should prepare to undertake it. 

The other plan is to go out opposit the city 
a distance of seven or eight miles, far 
enough to find a depth of sixty feet or 
more, and there locate a crib of some 
sort and construct one or more tunnels. 
In considering this pian the first question is 
whether pure water can be thus obtained, not

Can we thus escape the impurities that are 
certainly being poured into the lake through 
the sewers, and which will inerease contin- 
ually as the city enlarges. This can be as- 
ceriained only by a careful and thorough ex- 
amination. We should find out how 
under ordinary and extraordinary conditions 
the water is affected by the sewage.

The aquaport projected by Mr, Bramhall 
can in no just sense be regarded as an un- 
tried experiment. It is simply an improve- 
ment on the present Crib, ayoiding the de- 
fects in plan, material, and “construction 
which it is now generally admitted t 
structure has developed. I have examined the 

lans and drawings of the aquapori, prepared 
Mr. Bramhall. and, white making no pre- 
tensions to such engineering skill or knowl- 
edge as would enable me to speak as an ex- 
pert, | have been strongly impressed with 
the great ingepuity—the rare genius—shown 
in this work. Without going into detail, in 
the first place, the outlines of the structure 
are in accordance with nature’s own models; 
those which she adopts where she intends 
her structures to stand, conical in shape, like 
the hills, or more accurately, a truncated 
cone. The present Cribisin this respect a 
NN violation of correct principles. 
It is in the form of a pantagon, with perpen- 
dicular sides sixty feet in length. It requires 
no great knowledge of statics and hydraulics 
to appreciate the difference in the foree of a 
wave or a field of ice striking squarely 


against such a — manag surface and 
that of one striking Qpon the sloping sides 
of a cone. In the one case the 


wave comes with a tremendous * thud.“ and 
rolis back only when it has fully spent its 
force. In the other it parts to the right and 
left and sweeps by. If it bears upon its crest 
a mass of ice, it rises up the sloping surface, 
and as the wave recedes, breaks asunder ol 
its own Weight and also passes harmlesly by. 

Whenever nature by some sudden convul- 
sion by the operation of subterranean forces 
throws up a perpendicular front, she at once 
goes to work to break it down; and in course 
of time a sloping base is formed composed of 
the débris fallen from above. Mr. Bramhall's 
aquaport is Sto be 150 feet in diameter, con- 
sisting of an outer and an inner wall of tim- 
bers fifty feet apart, firmly compacted and 
bolted together, inclosing a cireular 
well fifty feet in diameter, the 
space between the two walls to be filled in 
with broken stone laid in the best quality of 
cement. A plate of smooth steel armor is to 
cover the whole woodwork to a sufficient ex- 
tent above and below the water line to pro- 
tect it from the ice. ‘The basal portion of the 
structure may be conceived of asan immense 
wheel 150 feet in diameter, 75 feet long, 50 
feet thick, broader at one end than the other, 
set down upen the bottom of the lake on its 
broader end. Such a structure, built accord- 
ing to Mr. Bramhall's plans, filled in with ce- 
mentand broken stone thoroughly set and 
hardened, would stand for a century 
at least, and it would be equally 
desirable whether the location se- 
lected be opposit the city or twenty 
miles north. In regard to the number 
and size of the openings for admitting the 
water into the well, also the number and 
size of the adits for admitting’ the water into 
the tunnels beneath, as well as the number 
and capacity of the tunnels themselves pres- 
ently to be constructed, or to be allowed for 
in the future,—all jthese are matters of detail 
to be carefully considered in carrying out 
the plan if adopted. With our past experi- 
ence it would be an unpardorabie blunder 
now not to give our works ample capacity, 
and certainiy a well fifty feet in diameter 
would seem to allow room enough for all 
necessary adits for the admission of water. 
In regard to the superstruction, that is a 
matter in wich taste or economy, 
or both, may be consulted. It will, 
of course, be necessary to have 
a light, and accommodations for a 
keeper, during the season of navigation, and, 
as the structure would be an object of pride 
among our own citizens and of interest to 
strangers, some regard for ornamentation 
would not be amiss. 

It has been stated, with what accuracy it is 
not easy to determine, that such a work 
—— and tunnels, could be constructed 
at a cost not exceeding $3,000,000, It is ob- 
vious ata glance that it would cost far less 
than the lake-shore project; and, of course, 
it has the advantage over that plan of offer- 
ing a supply of water having the tempera- 
ture of the bottom of the lake at all seasons 
of the year. The ice-dealers will have no 
hesitancy in deciding which of the two plans 
should receive their approval. If any en- 
largement of capacity should become neces- 
sary at any time, it could be made by an 
additional tunnel, and at a small cost com- 
pared with that of laying an iron pipe twenty 
miles in length. 

My attention has been called to a plan re- 
ferred to in Tux Tripune of the 9th inst., 
suggested by Mr. Baldwin, which appears to 
have been somewhat favorably considered 
by the Mayor. 

That pian, if correctly described in your 
columns, proposes a crib to consist of two 
parts, an upper and a lower half, the lower 
half only designed to be permanently sunk 
in the lake, furnishing the gate for the ad- 
mission of the water, and to be so far beneath 
the surface as to offer no obstruction to ves- 
sels, and to be safe from ice-fields: while the 
upper portion is to serve a temporary pur- 
pose only while the tunnel is in course of 
construction, and then to be disconnected 
and floated away. Only a buoy chained to 
the spot is to indicate the location of this 
water-gate, This plan would be  desira- 


ble in many respects, if feasible, But 
there are serious objections on the 
score of practicability. In the first 


plaee, in order to be entirely secure, both 
portions of the Crib would have to be con- 
structed upon a scaie of strength almost 
* to that of the aquaport projected by 

T. Bramhall. No one supposes that the 
tunnels can be finished in less than two or 
three years, during which time the structure 
must be expused to the assaults of the waves 
and ice, and their chiet violence must be di- 
rected against the temporary portion of it. If 
that portion should be swept away before the 
completion of the work, all would be lost, 
Iiow this upper or temporary portion can be 
joined to the lower or permanent part so 
as to stand, and still admit of being 


readily disconnected, will be found to 
a very diflicult piece of work 
still I ap- 


But suppose the work completed 
prehend there would be serious difficulty in 
the management of this gate. Suppose it to 
be closed and the water pumped out of the 
tunnel for examination or repair. Has he 
considered the weight of a column of water 
seven or eight feet in diameter and sixty 
feet in hight,—for that is what would have 
to be lifted in order to remove the gate. Nor 
would the strueture be entirely free from the 
contingency of accidents, for, though so low 
as not to present any obstructions to vessels, 
yet it would not be beyond the reach of 
their anchors; and if in any way it 
should be damaged, there would be 
no possible mode of reaching it for 
repair other than by constructing 
another crib to surround it, or a coffer-dam, 
which, in sixty feet of water, would be no 
light undertaking. Besides, there would be 
no possibility of enlarging its capacity at 
any future time. 

ther objections perhaps more serious than 
these will be suggested upon mature reflec- 
tion. It is at best an untried experiment, 
lacking the test which the other has sus- 
tained. There are many chances of its fail- 
ure, while the other is reasonably certain. 
When there is a sure method this community 
cannot afford to take any chancees, especial- 
ly when it is not apparent that there will be 
any saving in expense.

The Planet Jupiter. 
To the Editor of The UOhicago Tribune. 

DEARBORN OBSERVATORY, CHICAGO, June 18. 
The remarkable red spot which appeared oa 
the southern hemisphers of Jupiter in 1878, and 
which remained without material change in its 
shape, size, or position during 1879 and 1880, bas 
been an object of unusual interest, as affording 
a ready means for ascertaining the time of the 
pianet s rotation. 

As Jupiter has been a special study for the 

ttwo years with the great refractor of the 
sarborn Observatory, it was a matter of cou- 
siderable interest to ascertain as eurly as possi- 
ble whether the spot would continue to be visi- 
bie during the present opposition. 

This morning the telescope was directed on the 
planet, and, although the sun had already riseo, 
the spot was tinctly seen, and very 
fair micrometer measurements of its longi- 
tude were secured. The time of transit 
over Jupiter's central meridian, deduced 
from these measures, was June 18, 5h. 27.3m. 
a. m. The computed time of transit of the 
spot referred to Sept. 25, 1879, and based 
on the th of a gradual increase in the time 
of rotation, due to the sbift of the centre of 
the spot. gave for the time of transit June 18, 
5h. 26.6m. a. m., agreeing substantially with ob- 
servauon. 

The rotation period deduced by Prof. Colbe 
from the observadoes of 1879 wus 9h. 55m. 
. 2 sec. The mean period up to January, 188 
was about one second greater. From Sept. 25, 
1879, to June 18, 1881, according to our theory, it 
should be dh. 55m. 35.46 sec., or an actual period 
of 9h. 55m. 7. 78. for the present time. 

The spot appeared essentially of the same size 
and shape as last year, but owing to daylight and 
the low altitude of the pianet, no measures of 
its size or latitude could be obtained.

Passenger Elevators. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Curcaaco, June 18.—The only two ways to pre- 
vent people from falling down elevator shafts or 
through hatchways are either to have doors 
which close themselves, or gates which open 
and close with the movement of the eleVator. 

The American Express Company, on my ad- 
vice, adopted the first method on its passenger 
elevator, and the seif-closing doors can there 
be seen in use daily. They are sliding iron 
doors, are opened with ease by pulling a cord 
with a handle attached, and close by the slight 
preponderance of the weihgt, of the upper half 
over that of the lower half as fast as the cord 
is released. , 

These doors are also fireproof. The Build- 
ing law requires that all elevators in brick shafts 
(not excepting ager elevators) are to be 
provided with jron doors, having inside latches, 
which are only to be opened by the conductor to 
take on or let off passengers or goods. As far 
as | know, though the ordinance has been in 
existence four years, this. is the on/y passenger 
elevator in this cily that complies with the law. 

No inconvenience has been experienced from 
the use of tightly-closed doors on this elevator. 
it is provided underneath with an air-cushion, 
which excludes all heat and smell that might 
come from the engine, and is provided with a 
large skylight and vertilator at the top. The 
couductor stops by electric signal. 

The freight-elevator in the same building is 
provided with the Meaker automatic guard- 
gates on both sides. They are subjected to the 
roughest usages that it would seem possible to 
give under the circumstances, yet subserve their 
purposes very effectively. There is a set of 
these gates on an elevator in the rear of 110 
Randoiph street that has been in continuous use 
three years. and many more of the same are in 
use in other places. 

t seems remurkable that property-owners 


should be so apathetic about the danger ot ele- 


vators in respect to fire and unguarded open- 
ings; andeven the Local Board of Underwrit- 
ers, in face of many disastrous fires that have 
been caused by open elevators, make no dis- 
crimination in rates fur or against them.

The Michigan Avenue Sidewalk. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CHICAGO, June 18.—I desire to express my pri- 
vate opinion publicly, for what it is worth to the 
public, in regard to the manner in which that 
beautiful sidewalk is being iaid on the Michigan 
avenue boulevard. In many places a filling of 
from six to eighteen inches is necessary to bring 
it to a unform grade, and any kind of dirt that 
is most convenient is used for this filling, whether 
it be loam or sand. Now, the result of all this 
will be that in a very few months, after some 
hard rains and severe frosts and a sudden thaw, 
many of the stone flaggings will settle down one 
to two inches out of place, and we will bave a 
worse sidewalk than a wooden one. While it is 
all true and right that the Park Commissioners 
are to ge gage repair and in good 


order, it cost money to do 
t that should have been spent in the 
beginning to do the work right, which 
would have been also economy. hat in my 
judgment should have been dune was to have 
made the assessment about $1.50 per lineal foot 
more than it is, to cover the additional expense 
of building a continuous party wall, half outside 
of street line and half insiae, of sufficient width 
to receive theinnerendof the flag stone, and 
also the fence coping. Possibly it would not 
have been legal to have included also a uniform 
pattern of a coping, but it would have been in 
the svirit of good urderand completeness. As 
it now goes, many of the property-owners are 
replacing their old rickety w fencea, and 
some are only leaving astone coping: One 
man basa brown stone coping. another a Bed- 
ford stone, while another is Lemont stone.

Harrison’s attention to the daily nuisance of 
these peddlers that stand at the street-corncrs, 
and, in fact, all along the sidewalk? I would 
especially call his attention to the Jemonade 
stands, which are numerous. Is it justice to the 
saloonkeepers who pay a big rent, pay a license 
of $82 per year and taxes, not counting,other 
ex attached to run their business, to see 
these stands right under their nose in opposition 
to their business? These men are under no ex- 
pense, save a paltry sum of & a year. No doubt 
a good many will say these men are benefactors 
to the thirsty who wish to quench their thirst in 
these bot days: this may be very true, but then 
the drugstores which pay a heavy rent, and ure 
nnder heavy expenses, would reap the harvest 
of these people.—for what is better than 
a giass of soda or mead in these warm days? 
We must remember that oue- half of these lemon- 
ade stands on the streets make their lemonades 
from refuse lemons bought on Water street, 
and in many cases acids are substituted in place 
of lemons, 

I do not speak of saloonkeepers alone, but all 
other business in general. We will take State 
street, for instance, from Washington to Adams. 
I counted no less than 120 peddiers standing in 
front of stores and selling the same articles that 
are sold inside, and at a less figure. Is this 
justice to these merchants who are paying heavy 
rents, etc.? I say such a nuisance should be dis- 
pensed with, and the sooner the better, both for 
the citizens and our city. In justice to saloons 
and business houses in general, I ask a space 
for the publication of this in tar! we, ay

The Training-School for Nurses. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Curicaaco, June 16.—At the last regular meet- 
ing of the Board of the Illinois Training-School 
for Nurses, neld June 7, it was resolved that it 
was again time to report to the public on the 
progress made in establishing this much-needed 
institution, and the President was requested to 
prepare a statement for publication that should 
give the necessary information to those inter- 
ested in its welfare. 

Since our last communication to the public 
the school has been opened and the pupil nurses 
are at wurk in two of the wardsof the Cook 
County Hospital. As they have only been there 
four weeks, which have been weeks of probation 
for them, it is too early to make any criticism on 
what has been accomplished in the character ot 
their work. They have been there on trial only, 
but the Lady Superintendent will soon deter- 
mine how mauy of them she will retain fur the 
prescribed tuition. 

She herself is all we hoped for and expected. 
Coming to Chicagothe Ist of May. she brought 
with her as aids two head nurses, graduates of 
the Bellevue School, and ladies accustomed to 
training and nursing in the Wards of a bospital. 
From the thirty applications that were received 
by the Board. eight pupils were selected to form 
the first class. Four of those were placed in 
each ward, with a lady graduate at their head to 
teach and truin,—the Lady Superintendent hav- 
ing charge of the whole enterprise, and assum- 
42 responsibility fur its success. 

house has been rented and furnished in the 
neighborhood of the hospital, which is the pres- 
ent bome of these nurses and their teachers, it 
having been’ found imperatively necessary to 
make the hospital the infield of labor only. The 
family as at present constituted oumbers thir- 
teen persons: the General Superintendent, two 
bead nurses, eight pupil nurses, and two serv- 
ants. ' 

Cook County pays to the training-school asa 
corporation the same sum whick thev have paid 
heretofore for individual nurses taking charge 
of these same waras. As they are unusually 
crowded just now, there being over fifty patients 
in each, instead of the forty we were lead to ex- 
pect, it becomes necessary for us to increase our 
number of nurses; therefore, applications for 
admission are in order. Any one wishing to 
avail herself ot the course of instruction given 
at this school can apply at once to Miss Brown, 69 
r lournoy street, Chicago, who will give imme- 
diate attention to such application. 

past munth has been one of continued 
outiay, for everything has had to be purchased 
for furnishing and starting the Home. The sum 
of $1,277.91 has been expended tor this purpose, 
but the managers early decided that the home 
for these young girls must be a home in the 
best sense of the term, and everything to pro- 
vide for the comtort of those who have chosen 
the arduous profession of a nurse: In the com- 
ing summer the Board of Managers will direct 
their best efforts towards finding a permanent 
bome for this institution. Whether they buy a 
house or decide to build will depend upon the 
opportunities offered and advice given by the 
Finance Committee, vunsisting of gentlemen of 
experience, in whom they have entire cunf- 
dence. 

In conclusion, the ladies would like to express 
their thanks for the kindness and courtesy ex- 
tended to them by the Board ot Commission- 
ers, the hospital authorities, and the medical 
staff attached thereto. All have been kind and 
eonsiderate, and we do not see why this enter- 
prise, so auspiciously begun, should not go on 
and prosper until it becomes one of the most 
successful of our frateraity of charities.

, Tun Curcaco Trisune containing the 
n of the New Testament complete 
jas been received, and I can but say that any 
pewspaper that will publish a complete copy 
ofthe New Testament in any one number 
deserves universal patronage. I think with 
you that Chicago has a live press. 
Complying with your wishes, I will say 
that the new version is a decided improve- 
ment upon King James’, both as to arrange- 
ment and conformity to the original. Still it 
s not perfect. Take, for example, the Greek 
word Hades. This word occurs in Matthew 
XI., 23, and xvi., 18; Luke X., 15, and xvi., B; 
Acts ii., 27-31; I. Cor. xv., 55; Rev. i., 18, and 
VI., 8, and xx., 13-14. and is translated hell, 
always excepting I. Cor. xv., 55, where it is 
unproperly rendered grave. Hell is the 
English synonym of the Greek Hades, and 
Hades is the equivalent of the Hebrew Sheol. 
The meaning of one will then determine the 
meaning of every one. Sheolis translated in 
the Old Testament Hell thirty-one times, 
Grave thirty times, and Pit three times.

The case thus at length de- 
termined has been fought out with an amount 
of bitterness and excitement of which, 
as your Edinburg correspondent declares, 
it is difficult for an English reader to form 
any adequate conception. Prot. Smith, as is 
generally known, is a Hebrew scholar of the 
highest distinction, an eminent mathema- 
tician, and a writer of considerable ability. 
He is, or was till this vote removed him, 
the holder of a theological professorship in 
the Free Church College in Aberdeen. 
When the new edition of the Encyclopedia 
Britannica“ was in preparation, he was en- 
gaged to write the Biblical articles; and 
as soon as the article Bible“ appeared it 
was impugned by a party in the Free Church 
as heretical. Long debates took place, which 
resulted in Mr. Smith being first removed 
from his chair, and then last May replaced in 
in it, with the admonition that he must take 
care not again to offend against Church dis- 
cipline. Shortly afterwards, however,another 
volume appeared, containing an article on 
the Hebrew language and literature, ant as 
this contained no retraction, but rather a 
repetition of the obnoxious statements, Mr. 
Smith was last October formally suspended 
from the functions of his professorship dur- 
ing the coming session, .the further consid- 
eration of his case being reserved to this 
present month of May. The breathing-time 
thus allowed him was turned by the Pro- 
fessor to a perfectly natural use, but one 
that does not seem to have been contem- 
plated by his opponents: He announced a 
course of lectures on “The Old Testament in 
the Jewish Church,” to be delivered in Glas- 
gow and Edinburg. The doctrines which 
would otherwise have been confined toa 
college class were thus spread far and wide. 
Eighteen hundred persons attended the lect- 
ures, which in their published form will 
soon no doubt be read throughout the En- 
lish-speak world.

In matters 
that are beyond the sphere of proof a Church 
may lay down articles of belief and demand 
that all who belong to her communion shall 
agree to them; but in matters where certainty 
is attainable by the ordinary methods of 
scientific inquiry she has no such right. 
Questions of Biblical criticism, it cannot be 
too often repeated, are questions of the latter 
class. They do not rest upon opinion, or 
consent, or tradition; they rest upon evi- 
dence. Philology, historical research, the 
com tive study of the documents are 
guides that must be accepted in this depart- 
ment as certainly as they must be acceptcd 
in the department of classical scholarship: 
that the work of a Nöldeke or a Robertson 
Smith can no more be set aside by the vote 
of a General Assembly than can the work of 
a Bentley or a Mommsen. That the Free 
Church does not recognize this obvious 
truth is a matter.of sincere regret to all 
friends, I will not say of religious liberty, 
but of Scotland and of common sense. As 
well attempt to guide leviathan with a hook 
as to restrain the modern spirit 
from its pursuit of facts, or to check 
scholarshp in its advance.

Dramatic Jottings Concerning the 
“Stage at Home and Abroad. 


DALY’S RETURN. 
Mr. Augustin Daly will introduce to the 
people of Chicago to-morrow night his latest 
from the German under the title 
of “Needles and Pins.” Mr. Daly bas 
known some vicissitudes since he was here 
with “Divorce” and Charity,“ when Fanny 
Davenport, Sara Jewett, Nina Varian, and 
James Lewis first became familiar qo Chicago 
audiences. In those days he was the prince 
of the theatre im America. Nobody on the 
stage had a better position, or more money, 
or a finer company, or as great a reputation 
as an author. The name of Daly was a 
power. But his early career was rockety. 
He was too lavish with his money, and lost 
it. Then it was astonishing to see how many 
persons had never found much in Daly“; 
to how many the revelation was made that 
he filched his piays from the French and 
German, and to how many others, including 
some who had fed upon his bounty, he be- 
came suddenly a great unknown. He en- 
dured poverty and obscurity for a time with 
as good asvirit as he had taken his better 
fortune. Then he came up again. Ile was 
bound to do that. First, because he had in- 
vinelble courage and determination: and, 
secondly, because he had ability as a play- 
wrigltt. ' 

Daly has something of the same knack as 
Boucicault. Whether either of them ever 
produced a play that was quite orignal is 
wholly immaterial. It has probably been a 
good many years since anybody in this coun- 
try or England has done that thing. But 
Daly has measured, cut, and fitted to the 
American stage more plays of for- 
eign extraction than any other native 
writer. Aud, on the whole, he has 

the work surprisingly well. Whoever 


done 
conceives it to be an easy thing to do has no 
ex ce of the many unsuccessful at- 
tempts to doit that have been exhibited on 
.. the stage. It is not simply a question ot 
trans or of the omission of certain 
parts of a foreign play and the invention of 
new material. There are other questions to 
n what to leave out and how to 
ve it out; what to put in and how to put 
It in; how to destroy a motive and supply 
its place with one that shail be at the same 
time sufficient and suitable. Mr. Daly con- 
quered these difficulties in numberless in- 
stances, and he proved to those who at all 
followed the subject that he was a heaven- 
born tinker of stage-metal, however un- 
promising its condition. Ile exchanged old 
8 for new ones with a facility equal to 
of Mrs. Aladdin, and he summoned his 
genii (which was an important point) far 
more readily with the new than with the old. 


FARCE-COMEDY. 

Of late years Daly’s efforts have been 
almost exclusively in the department 
of  farce-comedy. Partly because it 
was a more profitable vein to work 
than any other, and partly because it 
was easier worked. The Big Bonanza” 
heralded the revival of this sort of com- 
position on our stage. It was a well-heeled 
herald. Some complaint there was when 
it was produced that its fibre was ex- 
tremely attenuated, but that grievance was 
soon lost sight of in dumb contemplation of 
its successes. Banquo’s ghost at least has 
the advantage of size in its associate 
shadows. If one is going to be a ghost at all 
one would prefer to be a big, stylish, well- 
behaved, self-possessed ghost. Mr. Daly’s 
“Big Bonanza” kept the form of a play and 
had the traditional manners of the stage.

THE Trmvne, haying received an invitation 
to inspect the newly-retitted offices of the 
National Printing Company, No. 119 Monroe 
street, dispatehed a representative thither, 
who went expecting to see handsomely-fur- 
nished and well-fitted business offices, but on 
entering the door found himself so complete- 
ly disappointed as to the general ensemble 
that it immediately became apparent that 
here was a something which was so elegant, 
complete, and thoroughly artistic as to merit 
an extended description as a matter of news; 
and so, blending his own knowledge of the 
artistic with the necessary information as to 
technical points and details from the artists 
who had been intrusted with the work, he 
has prepared for fn TRIBUNE’S readers the 
followimg deseription of what may safely be 
termed the most elegant business establish- 
ment in America, if not indeed in the world: 

To begin with the beginning, a massive 
crystal and gilt chandelier hangs over the 
doorway, which, like all the woodwork of 
the office, is ebony, with gold carvings and 
ornamentation, In the doors are glass panels 
with the names of the departments to which 
they lead and the monogram ot the Company, 
executed by the sand-blast process. The first 
thing which strikes the observer once inside 
is the air of artistic elegance and repose 
When Mr. C. II. Me- 
Connell, the President of the Company, 
started to carry out his declared intention of 
fitting his office to far outstrip any business- 
office in the world, if possible, he wisely de- 
termined that everything should be as ele- 
gant, artistic, and finished as money and the 
employment ot.the best artistic taste could 
make it, and in accordance with this wise 
determination to have everything in perfect 
harmony, Mr. McConnell intrusted to Mr. LL 
J. Milligan, of 175 Randolph street, the deco- 
ration of ceiling and side walls, paper hanging, 
and general arrangements. Here Mr. Milli- 
ganand Mr. Hayken, his chief artist, have 
shown another instance of true artistic skill, 
attained only by years of study and experi- 
euce in fresco and general decoration; and 
certainly also shown in the completeness and 
harmonious blending, the quiet confidence 
which is the result of a consciousness of hay- 
ing the whole subject-under thorough con- 
trol. In too many cases of the present rage 
for decoration the ignoble aim of the artist 
is merely to produce surprise or create gap- 
ing wonder. Here all is different. The beau- 
ty of an interior is so entirely dependent on 
the general harmony of its furnishing and 
the richest effect of carpets, furniture, and 
pictures, and may be so marred orso entirely 


fost through improper treatment of the walls. 


and ceiling, that the highest art of the deco- 
rator should be called forth in the selection 
of hangings and wall decorations, to serve 
as a harmonious background to all the 
objects in the room. Here, on enter- 
ing, the beholder feels at once a 
sense of pleasure and esthetic de- 
light, of that simplicity and unity so es- 
sential h the best artistic results, a dignity 
and chasteness, a strict compliance with the 
teachings of the best masters, which shows 
that the decorator has really felt that the aim 
of all art must be the realization of truth.” 
The ceiling proper is laid out in“ marquet- 
rie“ panels. The central one a light cream 
color, with diapre patterns of gold, divided 
by friezes of a metallic invisible greenish 
tint, edged with carved moldings of gold and 
black, broad friezes of flowers of a very hand- 


some design and coloring, expressly designed | 


for this purpose, divided at the central points 
of the main panel by a frieze of the same 
width, representing mythological symbols 
and figures prominent in art and science. 
Four corner panels of rich crimson velvet 
with hand-painted branches of gold and 
bronzes extending beneath the frieze into the 
maln panel, give stich a richness and un! 
formity of decoration as to emphasize and 
render more apparent the particular work 
which is the decorative object in view. 

A broad velvet band of “old gold” divides 
the ceiling from sidewalls, on which are, first, 
a broad frieze of a most charming geomet- 
rical design, beneath which is a band of erim- 
son velvet and a heavy carved picture mold- 
ing in gold and black. Onthe walls hang a 
splendid selection of fine works of art; 
pictures in crayon, and photographs of the 
celebrities of the theatrical worid, in hand- 
some trames of gold. The sidewalls have a 
very rich but unique covering in gold, black, 
and crimson, a “‘dado” of about five feet 
high, decorated and painted in oil, divided 
into panels of crimson and solid gold, on 
which are painted (by Sig. F. Arregoni) 
copies of the celebrated frescoes in the Koyal 
Palace of Dresden, representing Painting, 
Printing, Architecture, Seulpture, Music, 
Poetry, Meditation, and Inspiration. Beneath 
these is a painted frieze and a base-board, 
ebony striped with gold. 

The floor is covered with a magnificent Wil- 
ton velvet earpet, made on special order, after 
a design furnished by the decorator. The 
desks, Which are highly carved and of a uni- 
form color and wood, are each au orna- 
ment. The floor abounds with handsome 
Turkish rugs, while easels in ebony and gold, 
costly marble and ebony pedestals, support- 
ing bronze busts of Rembrandt, AI- 
bert Dürer and others, add to the general 
elfect. A magnificent ‘Tennessee marble 
mantel, with brass-inlaid fender and hearth, 
and above a magnificent plate mirror, ex- 

ensive Bohemian glass vases, and large 

isque figures, are among the most striking 
objects of the office. Two magnificent pier 
mirrors between the windows, with : bronzes 
on marble pedestals; a marble table witha 
lofty silver urn and drinking-service ; a mas- 
sive library table, on which lien profusion 
of art works; an elegant inlaid hat-rack and 
magnificent curved sideboard, profusely dec- 
orated with pariah marble and bisque stat- 
uettes, bronzes, and costly vases: the hand- 
somest gas-lixtures that money could pur- 
chase (the gift of Willlam Emmett, Esq., of 
the Acadewy of Music, to his friend MeCon- 
nell); sofas, reclining chairs, cabinets, and 
bric-a-brac generally, with vases of artificial 
flowers and tropical plants, all tastefully ar- 
ranged and placed by an artist hand, com- 
pletes, as hear as our feeble pen can describe, 
the decoration of the main or front office, 22x 
45 feet. 

A unique feature of the decoration of 
these magnificent art parlors is the treat- 
ment ot the windows. Those in front, three 
in number, consist of stained-glass tops two 
feet in depth, underneath which are sand- 
blast signs in four colors, the words “Nation- 
al” Printing “Company,” each occupy- 
ing a window, and then eight feet of French 
plate glass; magnitieent hand-painted and 
embroidered satin curtains complete an 
ensemble unequaled in the art experience of 
Tne Tripuner’s representative. The win- 
dow over the hall and the two large windows 
dividing the front from the rear oflices, each 
4xlMfeet, are of elegant designs of stained 
giass, the colored lights streaming through 
which cause a peculiarly beautiful effect in 
a business oflice. 

Immediately in the rear of the main office 
is another one equally large, with ceil- 
ings and sidewalls decorated in  fres- 
eoes to correspond with the room in 
front, ln. this rear office are 
four massive walnut sample cases, each 
ten feet high by twelve feet wide, and 
two feet deep, for the display of cuts and 
woed engravings, the leaves opening like an 
album. This room is also richly carpeted 
and furnished, the walls hung with pictures, 
et. On one side are three cosy private 
ofiices for the use of customers, in each one 
of which is an elegant ebony desk, appro- 
priate furniture, and handsome chandeliers 
gnd statuettes. Back of them is the mechan- 
ical department, which oceupies over 16,000 
square feet of floor surface in one mam- 
moth room, and where the engraving, press, 
composing. aud shipping departments are 
located. The engraving room is Kg feet, 
andis elegautly fitted up, more like an art 
gallery than a work-room, and every con- 
venience is afforded for the large corps of 
engravers coutinuaily at work. The ship- 
ping and composing departments occupy 
larze and commodious spaces. There is also 
a large fire-preot vanit for storing wood-cuts, 
capable of accommodating 10,000 large pine 
cuts, aod flied to repletian, arranged in dier 
upon tier up to the eching. Next comes the 
ink room, where all the inks used by this 
company are manufactured by their own ex- 
porte, eating enn of dollars a year in 
this one item alone.

u all the hurry and bustle necessary to 
turning out and shipping of thousands of.dol- 
lars’ worth of show printing per day ther 
was apparent the thorough discipline 
business-like alr which only pervades a vast 
establishment under the control of a master 
executive mind, assisted by heads of depart- 
ments who possess thé requisite executive 
ability as well as knowledge of their par- 
ticular business to codperate intelligently 
with their chief. The whole mechanical de- 
partment is handsomely paint and all is 
right, clean, and almost elegant, even in the 
midst of presses, piles of paper, fonts of 
type, and the usnal r ja of a great 
printing-offiee, usually so dirty, but of whieh 
this is happily an exception. After review- 
ing the whole establishment, and summing 
up what the writer had seen, he could safeiy 
arrive at the conclusion that the best 
equipped, most colossal, and maguificent 
printing establishment of the country is 

of The National Printing Company, of Chi- 
cago. 

The establishment is well worth a visit 
from those interested in art or manufactures, 
or rather both combined,—as in this case,— 
and visitors will be cordially welcomed at all 
tines. 


MORTGAGING A CITY. 


The Entire Town of Elizabeth, N. I., 
Likely to Be Confiscated to Pay the 
Town Debts—A Court Decision by 
Which Public Creditors Can Seize 
Private Property.

The City of Elizabeth, N. J., has reached 
another stage in its progress as a bankrupt 
concern, and bya decision of the Supreme 
Court of the State, given on Thursday last, 
is now in the possible danger of a rate of 
taxation which would amount to a virtual 
confiscation of all the private property in the 
city. The fact of a bankrupt city is not un- 
common, but a eity where it is possible for 
creditors to secure a mandamus directing 
the Assessors to fix a rate or valua- 
tion so high as to be a virtual confiscation 
of the property is unique. Considering 
the amount of debts under which the city 
is resting, the citizens take the matter very 
calmly, and in some instances are rather 
pleased with the situation than otherwise, 
since it gives them a present very low rate 
of taxation. A reporter yesterday visited a 
number of officials and real-estate holders in 
the city, and found a great conflict of opin- 
ion prevailing. One officer connected with 
the financial department of the city said: 
It would be a long story to go back to 1564 
and thereabouts, and tell how War extrava- 
gance and other stronger losses affected the 
city officials, and our big debt began io creep 
up. Weran streets out over the county in 
a manner which was dazzling for a time. 
Bonds were issued and peddled about right 
and left. Out of one batch $150,000 were sold 
at bl even before the signatures had become 
dry, and the money lay for eighteen months 
in a favorit bank, and the city never gota 
cent of interest during that time. It was not 
until January, 1879, that the city 
finally declared its inability to meet 
the claims upon it for interest and other 
things, though before that time measures had 
been taken to arrange the debt. But it was 
all of no avail, as the city was bankrupt a 
long time before the erash finally came, and 
any ofticer with a grain of common sense or, 
what was more needed, common honesty, 
would have known it and not have gone on 
taking the money from the people to accom- 

lish a feat which was simply impossible. 

Vell, it came, and we have two of our ex- 

city officials safely locked up in prison be- 
cause of their part in the transactions, and 
others are out simply because nothing was 
ever done against them. According to the 
statement made Jan. 1, 1881, our city indebt- 
edness is as follows: Consolidated improve- 
ment bonds, #2,432,000; funded debt bonds, 
$731,000; Junded assessment bonds, $697,000 ; 
city improvement bonds, $252,500: tax 
arrearages bonds, $241,000; sc hool- 
house bonds, 890,000; market-house 
bonds, $66,000 ; alms-house bond, 
$5,000, and temporary loans, S8. 201; total, 
F, 341.741. In these attempts to make the 
taxes meet the demands of the city’s credit- 
ors the assessment roll in 1878 was pushed 
up to $16,000,000, with a rate of 3,65 per cent, 
but even this did not suffice, and in 1870 the 
valuation came down toa little under $12,- 
000,000, with a rate of 2.12. Last K the rate 
was 1.96, but a mandamus added. 18, making 
the total 2.14. The largest creditors of the 
city were the Singer Manufacturing Com- 
pany, from whom much of the eight hundred 
thousand and odd of the floating debt was ob- 
tained, and the Mutual Beneiit Insurance 
Company. ‘The former company has an in- 
terest of from one to one and a half millions 
in the city in its large sewing machine works, 
while the insurance company has about one 
and a halt millions in fifty pieces of property 
taken in under foreclosure. They have not 
sued on the bonds especially, as these huve 
some time to run and have only defaulted in 
their interest.; but the money lent could be 
sued for at anytime, and it is this point that 
is being pressed. 

* Meanwhile Rahway was in fully as bad 
a state of debt, and with special reference 
to that city the Vail Mandamus act was 
passed. This made it possible for a city to 
be dealt with different from any other debtor, 
and provided that when a city was declared 
bankrupt and judgments were secured 
against it,a Judge of the Supreme Court 
should step in as an arbitrator, first seeing to 
it that the current expenses of the city were 
paid, and then apportioning such moneys to 
the creditors as he thought proper. Some 
one who bad a $3,000 claim against Rahway 
got a judgment against the city, and the 
*Rahwegians,’ in place of fixing this creditor 
by providing for his bagatelle out of the 
tuxes, undertook to force him in under the 
Vail act, and when it was brought to trial 
and appealed to the Supreme Court the act 
was declared to be unconstitutional because 
it might interfere with vested rights, and be- 
cause the State, though sovereign and not to 
be sued without its consent, could noé trans- 
fer that sovereignty to acity, and that a city 
must go under the same rule as any other 
debtor. This decision was given on Thursday, 
and on Monday when the Elizabeth case 
came up of course we could not go under the 
Vail Mandamus act, though the counsel rep- 
resenting the Mutual Benefit Insurance Com- 
pany and the Singer Company said that they 
were perfectly willing to regard the Vail act 
as binding, and the Court gave them the priv- 
ilege of taking a mandamus to compel the 
Assessors to place in the pending tax levy 
the nearly $1,000,000 of money owing and 
pressing for payment. This was not issued, 
but instead an appeal was taken which sends 
the matter off for another year, and, besides, 
these large creditors do not wish to have 
such a measure. ‘They cannot seize the pub- 
tic property in use for public purposes. The 
amount put in the tax levy means a tax rate 
of 10 per cent on our present valuation, which 
is really contiseation, and this is not on real 
estate only, but on personal property. It all 
the Assessors resigned, as they have a right 
to do, there would be no one on whom to 
serve the mandamus. We would elect other 
Assessors according to law, but until they 
have qualified after election they could not 
be served, and by refusing to qualify they 
would stave olf service, and meantime we 
would be living in a state of bankrupt bliss. 
Ot course we could raise no taxes for the 
maintenance of our city government, but we 
could have @ vigilance committee to keep 
order, aud the lighting of the streets could be 
done by private means. We could hire State 
constables, and the schools could be run as 
private pay schools, open to all. 

“New Jersey, being the most prosperous 
State in the Union, would need no State 
taxes, and the county, if no taxes were paid 
it, would have to takeaturn in the line of 
creaitors.”’ 6

RELIEF FORSTREETS AND BRIDGES. 

A suggestion of the most admirable and 
simple character has been made by Mr. 
George C. Walker, of this city, to relieve the 
bridges from the heavy traffic that now clogs 
them up. Mr. Walker suggests, as there is a 
reasonable prospect of having a belt-line of 
rails around the city on its South, West, and 
North Sides which will be intersected by all 
the existing lines, that at such intersecting 
point each of the railroads shall secure the 
room and the requisit means for making up 
its freight-trains, and that at the terminus of 
each road within the city freight for all the 
roads shall be received without discrimina- 


tion: such freight as is designed for other 
roads than the one which so received it to 
be distributed to the other lines at the potnt 
where they intersect the beit-road,—this ar- 
rangement, of course, to be reciprocal. The 
freight-trains of the several roads can then 
be madeup at that last-mentioned place. 
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742, and cases are now 
pending. or Harrison’s recommenda- 
dion is that the city make full use of its pow- 
er to compel property-owners to keep their 
sidewalks in re or to build new ones, 
at any owner’s expense if 
so promptly upon notifica- 
tion.

THE TOWN OF LAKE RASCALITY. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CuicaGo, June 18.—The writer of this arti- 
cle has been a taxpayer on acre property in 
the Town of Lake for more than a quarter of 
a century. It has been used for perhaps half 
adozen years for farming purposes; but 
thus far at least, and perhaps for many years 
to come, it has not been and cannot 
be employed for any other.

In fact, the lizard was 
an interesting example of that class 
of animals endowed with what are 
called protective resemblances,” its 
general color being exactly like 
the desert sun-dried tracts upon which 
it is found in Texas, Mexico, and Southwest 
California.
